Ecclestone bids for 


TV rights 


to motorcycle Grands Prix 


Bernie Ecclestone, as has been 
rumoured, has expanded his horizons 
and is looking to become involved in 
the televising of S00cc Grand Pnx 
motorcycle racing 

The FIA Vice President (Promo 
tional Affairs) has moved to secure the 
world television rights for the cham 
pionship 

Ecclestone’s offer has to be con- 
sidered by the International Motor 
cycle Federation (FIM), the governing 
body similar to the FIA. made up of 
representatives from the national 
motorcycling authorities 

There is some considerable opposi 
tion to the move. Some people in 
motorcycling racing are worried that 
Bernie may be seeking to take control 


of the sport. We understand. however. 
that Ecclestone has agreed that any 
contract signed would include a clause 
guaranteeing that he will not involve 
himself in the FIM decision-making 
process 

There is one other group involved in 
trying to secure the television rights, 
Motor Media. this company having 
been jointly formed by the Inter 
national Racing Teams Association 
(IRTA), the Race Organisers and Pro 
moters Association (ROPA) and the 
Sponsors involved in the bike racing 

This group is keen to do its own deal 
with televison companies. similar to 
that done by FOCA in Grand Prix 
motor racing, rather than to take up 
Bernie’s offer. Ecclestone’s strength is 


that he has the connections outside i 
European Broadcasting Union, wis h 
would enable him to sell the races (0 
such markets as South America 
Motor Media, on the other hand, 
would have to set up its own network, 
which would take ime 

Ecclestone also has strong connec- 
tions with many of the circuits as these

With the major changes coming in 
the international communication 
market. notably through the growth of 
satellite television, Ecclestone is not 
likely to be interested in taking over 
motorcycle racing.

CAMS steps in to take 
over Bathurst organisation 


The Confederation of Australian 
Motor Sports (CAMS) has intervened 
to try to stop the battle which is raging 
over the Bathurst 1000. The national 
ASN, which sanctions “The Great 
Race! has appointed itself to a super- 
visory position. 

“We see no other way of protecting 
the race on behalf of the sport as a 
whole than by supervising the manner 
in which various aspects of the race, 
including promotion and marketing, 
are handled,” said CAMS President 
John Large in an official statement 
“The race has always been conducted 
as an international event and CAMS 
has a responsibility to take these tem- 
porary measures to preserve the posi- 
tion of the race in the international 
touring car circuit.” 

The official CAMS statement does 
not reveal specifically what the 
governing body intends to do, but it is 
widely believed that CAMS has in- 
formed the Australian Racing Drivers 
Club (ARDC) that it will take com- 
plete control of the event. 

It is likely however that CAMS

would pass on the organisational and 

marketing aspects to other bodies — 

possitly even back to the ARDC itself! 
Parties involved are unusually re- 

ticent to make any public comment as 

writs have been flying around in recent 


weeks, much of the legal action 


coming from the Strathmore Group 
(now known as Promo International) 
which is represented in Australia by

The former TWR Rover driver was, 
until recently, also head of AMP 
(Australian Motorsport Promotions), 
the marketing arm of the ARDC. This 
was wound up by the club several 
weeks ago, although Strathmore 
(through Dickson) is now arguing that, 
legally, it holds the marketing rights to 
the race. [t has gained an injunction 
stopping the ARDC from naming a 
new sponsor to replace James Hardie 

There is also a separate legal claim 
from Strathmore that the ARDC owes 
it AUS $250,000 from last year’s con 
troversial event. If this claim is suc 
cessful, the club would be financially 
crippled 

CAMS can surely expect to be 
dragged into the litigation war and. 
unless the courts can be pacified. the 
future of the race itself remains under 
a cloud. If this were to happen it would 
be nothing short of a disaster for racing

Major new circuit in Burgundy 


Motor racing is blooming in France. Many of the major circuits are uprating their facilities in the hope of winning the French Grand Prix off 
Paul Ricard and at Pau plans were announced for the construction of a brand new facility to be built near Le Creusot, between Lyons and 
Dijon, and to be called the Circuit Intemational de Bourgogne, The intended site of the new track is just 50 miles to the south of Dijon and 
the same distance to the east of Magny-Cours. In addition, 60 miles to the south-west is Charade, The 2.37 mile track will feature a 
number of variations in layout. There will be a kart track, a rallycross cireult, a racing schoo! and an industrial park for teams to set up 
permanent bases, There is no doubt that the location is good, being just 18 miles from the A6 autoroute which links Paris to Marseilles. It 
is close to the major motorway junctions at Beaune (which gives easy access to Germany) and Macon (from where a new autoroute link 
to Geneva and Italy, via the Mont Blanc tunnel, is nearing completion). However, competition from both Dijon and the revamped Magny-

No Fabcars 
at Le Mans 


The pair of Fabcar-Porsches, which 
would have been the first IMSA Camel 
Lights cars to appear at Le Mans, have 
now been withdrawn. John Higgins, 
boss of entrants MMC Racing, made 
the decision after accepting that the 
3.2-litre ‘atmo’ Porsche-equipped 
cars, with only 340bhp on tap, would 
not qualify under the 120% rule. 

“We just think we wouldn’t make 
the field,” said Higgins last week, 
“although we would have been fine in 
the race. We just couldn’t justify the 
trip on the outside chance that we 
would qualify. We really wanted to 
come, we had hired a castle, and we 
were real serious about having fun!” 

The Fabcars, which would have 
added an extra element of interest to 
the race, were to have included Chip 
Mead, former F3 man James King and 
actor Lorenzo Lamas among the 
driver line-up 


Martini’s 
French VLC 


The Vauxhall/Opel Lotus Challenge is 
set to move into France, with the news 
that Automobiles Martini has been 
approached to build the Reynard 
designed, Lotus-validated GM chassis 
under a licensing agreement to supply 
the market. 

Adrian Reynard, who has played a 
key role in this years major new 
initiative, now has a greater commit 
ment to producing and servicing F3000 
cars than originally anticipated, and 
with F3 sales buoyant, FF2000 
FF1600 and VLC cars on the go-anda 
range expansion into Sports 2000 and 
Formule Renault imminent — business

“[t was always the intention to ha 
certain cars built under license. a 
Martini is the obvious choice of mane 
facturer for France,” said Reynard 
Pau, where his prototype Renault 
ran for the first time in public 
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Spence bounces back after

Shortly after our photographer left 
Silverstone last Tuesday, Russell 
Spence’s maiden outing in Madgwick 
Motorsports’ Reynard 88D was termi- 
nated by an almighty accident at 
Woodcote comer, from which the 28- 
year-old Yorkshireman was very 
thankful to walk away. 

“It was right at the end of the 
session, and things had been going 
quite well,” recounts Spence. “It’s the 
fastest part of the circuit, and I arrived 
as normal, pulling 8700rpm in top 
(around 160mph) at the 100metre 
board. Lhit the brakes. the pedal went 
down quarter of an inch as usual. and 
then nothing...~ 

The Galenas Reynard careered over 
the grass, where the track turns sharp 
left, and was launched over the gravel 
bed. apparently not touching down for 
94feet. As it landed. it was pitched 
head-on into the barriers. striking the 
upper rail. 

The front suspension was wiped out, 
but Adrian Reynard’s honeycomb- 
floored carbonfibre monocoque re- 
mained intact, protecting its occupant 
who was able to draw his legs back in 


the cavity forward of the dash, In the 
absorbtion of massive energy, the en- 
gine was driven forward into the back 
bulkhead. which did its job well. Inthe 
cockpit. the steering wheel was bro- 
ken. struck by Russell's head he said 
Spence —back in business! 


Silverstone’s high-tech surveillance 
system recorded the incident, from 
which factory and team engineers are 
able to confirm that the car's wheels 
did not lock. While subsequent exam- 
ination of every component has failed 
to reveal an obvious cause, a mechan- 
ical “lock out” (such as can happen 
when a foreign body finds its way into 
the pedal box assembly) is the most 
probable explanation 

Incredibly, the monocoque was 
found to be repairable, and a new rear 
sub-moulding was grafted on at_the 
factory by Paul Owens’ team. Two 
solid days of complex work in the oven 
eady for reassembly, and the 
ond transporter set out for 
Spm on Friday, arriving 24 
hours later 

Spence, nursing a damaged arm and 
wrenched feet, knees and back, repaid 
his new crew by qualifying mid-grid, 
but his arm made things very difficult 
on the demanding circuit, and he 
skated off in the race. “After all the 
work the lads had gone to, I had to go 
for it, do my best. Just watch out at 
Silverstone...”

Renault cuts costs with 
new atmospheric formula 


On Monday, during Pau’s 48th Grand 
Prix meeting. Renault introduced its 
new single-seater promotion formula 
which will supersede the current 
Formule Renault Turbo competition 
next season 

Following Fl's lead, the FFSA’s 
Formule Renault will use atmospheric 
engines from 1989, the 172lcc, 
135bhp, unit from the Regie’s 21SE 
road car being a much more economi- 


Traditionally, and indeed recently, held 
towards the end of the Formula 1 season, 
the Mexican Grand Prix moves forward in 
the calendar this year and will be run this 
weekend on the Hermanos Rodriguez 
circuit in Mexico City.

There can be little better advertisement for the British 
motorsports industry than the dominance which home- 
based companies continue to enjoy in major events over- 
seas. With this weekend’s Indianapolis 500 being contested 
solely by cars built on these shores — from Penske, Lola, 
and March — the position of British manufacturers remains 
unrivalled. 

Since the mid-sixties, when Jim Clark and Lotus took the 
rear-engined revolution across the Atlantic, it is British 
expertise which has largely sustained America’s premier 
racing category. And while that country boasts marketing 
talent in abundance, it still lacks the sophisticated engi- 
neering ability crucial for success, competitors finding it 
cheaper simply to import the technology. 

It is a pattern which can be found in most of the world’s 
premier single-seater racing formulae. In Grand Prix 
racing, for example, only Ligier, Renault, and Ferrari have 
rivalled the British position by scoring outright victories

Ten years ago this week (AUTOSPORT, 
Jun 01, 1978), Derek Daly scored his 
maiden Formula 2 victory at Mugello, 
leading from start to finish to break the 
Bruno Giacomelli stranglehold on the 
European Championship. Giacom- 
elli’s March, on pole, trailed home third 
behind Daly’s Chevron (above) and 
Marc Surer’s March. Derek's com- 
ment after taking his first F2 win? “It’s 
ace, brilliant, | can’t believe it.” 

The Indianapolis 500 was won by a 
chassis built and designed in Hunting- 
don, and powered by an engine built in 
Northampton. Lola cars took their third 
win in this most American of the all- 
American classics. Driven by Al Unser 
Sr, also scoring his Indy hat-trick, who 
led home Tom Sneva's Norton Spirit 
Penske PC6, this was one of the 500’s 
more unexpected results, it being 
team manager, Jim Hall's first season 
in USAC racing. 

It was the turn of the Georg Loos 
team to win a round of the Group 5 
World Championship of Makes. Klaus 
Ludwig, Toine Hezemans and Hans 
Heyer won the first heat of a two heat 
event and although the Nurburgring 
took its toll in heat 2, allowing Bob 
Wollek and Henri Pescarolo to take 
the victory, the Loos Porsche, thanks 
to its first heat dominance, hung on to 
score the aggregate win. 

Do things change much? Well it 
would seem not so. We ran a story 
concerning press reports of then For- 
mula 3 driver, Nelson Piquet, carried 
in a Brazilian newspaper. It appears 
that the paper in question was at- 
tempting to put down Nelson's efforts 
preferring to concentrate on his fellow 
countryman Chico Serra. Serra? 
Senna? Almost the same spelling 
What's the difference? 


Twenty years ago this week (AUTO- 
sport, May 31, 1968), Graham Hill 
completed his fourth Monaco Grand 
Prix victory, his extraordinary success 
at the circuit being matched in the ‘80s 
by Alain Prost. It was Lotus’s third 
consecutive Grand Prix win of the 
season and gave Graham a 14 point 
lead in the World Championship 

Johnny Servoz-Gavin (below) led the 
early stages of the race only to fall foul 
of the barrier and eventually limp into 
retirement. ¢ 

The race took its toll on the entries 
with only five finishers after the 80 
laps, the organisers having shortened 
the event from the traditional 100 laps. 
Richard Attwood's BRM was the only 
car to finish on the same lap as Hill and 
third placed driver, Lucien Bianchi, 
was four laps back but delighted all the 
same with his first World Champion- 
ship points. 

The traditional Formula 3 event was 
won by Jean-Pierre Jaussaud who 
completely dominated both his semi- 
final heat and the final. His Tecno beat 
Peter Gethin’s Chevron by nearly 
20secs despite driving the closing 
stages on only three cylinders. Ronnie 
Peterson brought his Tecno home in 
third without seriously troubling 
Gethin. 

Stop press news was that due to the 
political upheavals in France, the Le 
Mans 24Hrs, planned for the weekend 
of Jun 15/16, had been postponed. 
The new date had yet to be finalised 
due to the packed motor sporting 
calendar. No news was available as to 
the fate of the French Grand Prix due 
to be held at Rouen on Jul 07 but if the 
immediate situation did not improve it 
was expected that this race would be 
affected too. 


Thirty years ago this week (AuTo- 
sport, May 30, 1958), Italian motor 
racing received a crushing blow at the 
Dutch Grand Prix at Zandvoort. Ferrari 
was decisively beaten by the British 
entrants with Vanwall first, BRMs in 
second and third and Cooper taking 
fourth. The best Ferrari could manage 
was Mike Hawthorn who came home 
in fifth place. 

Stirling Moss was never seriously 
challenged in the lead car, the only 
men remaining unlapped being Harry 
Schell and Jean Behra in the two 
BRMs. Roy Salvadori brought the 
Cooper home in fourth. British cars 
and British driver strength, we con- 
cluded, were formidable and Ferrari 
could no longer feel safe. 

We raised the controversial ques- 
tion pertaining to Le Mans starts, 
pointing out that practically every en- 
trant in production saloon racing pre- 
fers to use a safety belt. AUTOSPORT 
believed, then as now, that competi- 
tors should be considered first and the 
Le Mans start, no matter how popular 
with spectators, should be reserved 
for open cars (above) 

The fastest lap in qualifying for the 
Indianapolis 500 was set by Dick 
Rathmann with a speed of 145.97mph 
However, owing to a disagreement 
with fuel companies, world Formula 1 
champion, Juan-Manue! Fangio con- 
firmed that he would not be taking an 
active part. 

Finally we confirmed that three 
Aston Martins, following their success 
at Spa, would be racing in the Nur- 
burgring 1000kms.

THE HIGH ALTITUDE MAY OPSET

“Here you need the perfect car, one with 
good traction and turn-in capabilities. Un- 
fortunately you cannot have both.” So 
said Lola designer Mark Williams, in 
assessing the prerequisites for a suc- 
cessful qualifying run at Pau. “If you have 
a simple car, and can quickly achieve 
handling balance, it is best to leave your 
driver out there, to get as much mileage 
as possible.” This place is particularly 
tricky, and you can't test in advance. 
Many teams thus have to rely heavily on 
their experience from previous years... 

The contenders converged in the 
shadow of the Pyrenees from testing 
venues as diverse as Nogaro and Silver- 
stone, Pembrey and nearby Pau-Arnos, 
but little other than straightforward lap- 
pery can prepare combatants for the 
unique challenge of this historic circuit, 
which has seen action almost unabated 
since the 1930s. The cambered road 
surfaces — particularly in the picturesque 
Parc Beaumont at the top of town — 
demand ultimate and unstinting respect, 
and that’s in addition to the miles of cold 
grey steel barriers which form double and 
triple-barrelled deterrents around much of 
the perimenter, preceeded by savage 
kerbs. And only at the Station and at 
School Hairpin is the luxury of an escape 
route afforded. Concentration is crucial, 
any lapse potentially... We'll settle for 
memorable, and probably seriously dam- 
aging. 

From the outset of free training on 
Saturday, it was apparent that the Rey- 
nard drivers were in for a field day, 
Adrian's 88Ds strong on straight-line 
speed, riding the changes of road camber 
well and most effective in the dauntingly 
quick swerves which cut a swathe through 
the park. True, they did not share the turn- 
in response and corner exit traction of the 
best Lolas, but in terms of overall grip 
there was nothing to touch them in the 
quest for consistently fast lappery. 

FIRST Racing's Marches, in fact, 
showed distinctly better than before in the 
cool morning sessions, Martini actually 
heading his half of the entry and partner 
Apicella third on the opposite side, fruit of 
further development work since Valle- 
lunga when Andy Brown's difficult 88B 
first showed its face in anger. Now with 
swept forward front suspension (Richard 
Divila’s evolution of the Cobra team’s 
initiative) the longer-wheelbase cars were 
at least in the fight, although subject to 
ever-worsening understeer once the am- 
bient and track temperatures built up. Not 
an ideal race set-up should the glorious 
weather trend continue. 

The battle for pole, though, was always 
to be in Reynard province, with ORECA's 
newly re-equipped drivers — both Alesi 
and Raphanel Pau specialists - Moreno 
and Gachot at the forefront, and Daniel- 
sson threatening to join the elite, as Eddie 
Jordan's solo representative this week- 
end (see P&P), And itwas great to see the 
factory Ralt drivers able to show their 
hands on a circuit where the team has a

Martini screwed a remarkable time out 
of his March-Judd to be fourth quickest

Gachot headed his session at half-time 
but was bitterly disappointed to fall back to 
the third row, still the best circuit debutant 
by some way. Barilla similarly slipped a 
litte, but was well placed in fifth, next to 
Thackweil. The works Ralt drivers worked 
well together, starting at opposite ends of 
the setting spectrum and eventually meet- 
ing in the middle. Bernard's third place 
reflected his courage while Mike did his 
customary excellent job — this having not 
driven a racing car for six months. Only his 
neck muscles gave the game away. 

The best of the Lolas were, not un- 
expectedly. those of the GDBA duo, al- 
though both Trollé and Grouillard found 
their cars short of grip. Olivier lost his first 
session times through a numbering in- 
fringement (which peeved and baffled the 
team, which has run the same style since 
last year!), while Michel's anxiety to leave 
the pit lane put poor Hunt in the wall 
spectacularly. The Frenchmen shared 
row 4. less than optimistic about their 
chances of impressing hordes of spon- 
sors and their quests 

The spint of Chiesa was well rewarded 
in Cobra’s year-old Lola, leased from GA. 
The Swiss showed great application, and 
apart from puncturing the nosecone on 
Croceri’s gearbox, barely put a wheel 
wrong. Andrea wound up ahead of the 
Madgwick Reynards. 

Euser, who did not dnve Pau last 
season was fifth in group A initially, but an 
off at the Pont Oscar damaged a front 
corner.

Moreno’s lap 


Having claimed Bromley Motorsport’s 
first F3000 pole, who better than Roberto 
Moreno to talk you round the circuit? How 
does he see Pau from the cockpit of his 
Reynard? “To be on the pace here, you 
need a car which is quick in a straight line 
good under braking and stable through 
the park. It is also very important to be 
able to keep it straight as you brake, which 
is difficult because of the road's camber 
This is worst at the top of the hill 
before the bridge, where the track falls 
away on each side of the 


centre | 
approach flat in fourth (some teams gear 
for fifth but we find no advantage) and get 
over to the right. with the car flat and level 
before | turn across the bump. It's the 
same situation for the downhill hairpin at 
Buisson. You must stay one side or the 
other, but | prefer to keep right all the way 
down from the Foch statue (at about 
95mph), where the road is very narrow 

Through the park it is not too bad — the 
car is grippy all the time and does not 
bottom.

1000 Lakes Rally when it will be fitted 
to the GM Euro Sport Kadetts. “This 
engine is a good basis from which to 
work, The old eight valve unit is better 
than that in the VW Golf against which 
we are competing and the new engine 
must be a lot better still.”

Lancia aims to clinch the Makes title in Greece but (below) can the team still beat everybody? 


Title there for the taking 


No doubt about it, the 1988 World Rally 
Championship was in severe need of a 
shake up prior to the recent Corsican 
encounter, Lancia’s domination of the 
scene reducing FISA’s premier rally 
series to little more than an Italian pro- 
motion. Thankfully, that utter superiority 
was halted earlier this month when a 
works Ford won the Tour de Corse, but 
that remains an occasion for the tarmac 
specialists, and the real test comes over 
the course of the next week, when a 
remarkably good line up of factory teams 
contests the 35th Acropolis Rally through- 
out Greece. 

The focus of attention will inevitably be 
the Toyota Celica GT-Four, making its 
gravel debul this week after a quiet startin 
Corsica, But there will also be Mazda — 
back after a long lay off — plus GM Euro 
Sport, running Malcolm Wilson and lan 
Grindrod, But if the opposition looks good 
on paper (and Toyota's driver line up has 
earned no less than three world titles 
compared to Lancia’s zero!), then the 
Turin boys are more than ready for the 
charge. 

Top slot has fallen to Markku Alen, 
winner here just one year ago, and likely 
to be full of his customary aggression with 
the now proven Integrale. He knows, 
more than any, however that his Moet et 
Chandon came, in 1987, primarily 
through the misfortune which hit team 
mate Miki Biasion, who led for so long and 
then had a turbo fail on him in the closing 
hours.

However, with 
money counting for more than talent in the 
ascent of the motor sport ladder, it is in 
this category that the Orpington builder 
has remained. In 1987, he became des- 
pondent about the situation and nearly 
quit. However, he is back for 88, running 
his own car for what he sees as his last 
attempt to progress. It's allor nothing 
Andrew's sporting career began back 
in 1979, when he was 14. Like many of his 
contemporaries, it was on the karting 
tracks that he cut his teeth, learning the 
ropes in Junior Nationals. By ’80, he was 
Southern Champion. Progressing to the 
100 Britain class for '81, Andrew raced to 
second place in the British series, also 
finishing as runner-up in Super 1. 1982 
was a “total disaster” and a year he wants 
to forget, whereas ‘83 so nearly yielded 
the Super 1 title, but the third heat from 
fourwas stopped when he was well clear, 
having won the first two, Having chosen 
wets, he had to stick with those and

Another Niki! 


With three rounds of the Renault 5 Elf 
Turbo UK Cup down, a young former 
single-seater racer from Northern Ireland 
has opened out an advantage at the head 
of the points race, This man is 25-year-old 
Niki Phillips from Antrim, Having finished 
last year's Renault 5 Turbo campaign in 
sixth place overall, Niki is determined to 
land this year’s crown as a stepping stone 
for greater things. 

Starting in karts, Niki’s early sporting 
career was keptin check by his father who 
insisted that it was limited to the period of 
school holidays, Then it was time for a 
change to FF1600, taking in several races 
in England driving a Crossle 32F, “We 
had a couple of good results along with 
some good ones at home and so we 


» decided to come over for a full season in 


england with Polygon Racing. Well, two 
full months actually, in 1982, before | went 
to university.” 

Then the trip across the Insh Sea was 


leaving Andrew to languish at the restart 
and finish an eventual second oyerail. “It 
was a gamble that didn't quite work.” 
Trying to enter the Formula Ford arena 
for '84 revealed just how much more ‘real” 
motor racing cost, and so only a few races 
were undertaken. The following year of- 
fered an incomplete season, too, driving a 
Van Diemen RF82 then a Ray, He did 
finish sixth in the Champion of Brands 
series, though. And he managed 12th 
place at the Formula Ford Festival, using 
his knowledge of his local circuit to good 
effect and making several people sit up 
and take notice 
Stapley‘s '86 season was the one that 
established his name, although “it didn't 
go according to plan”. There were ruc- 
tions with the powers-that-be at Brands 
Hatch, Andrew feeling unwelcome when 
he turned up to compete in the Champion 
of Brands races, the regulars letting it be 
known that they ‘thought him too quick for 
the series’. His nine appearances were 
sufficient for fifth overall in this 19 round 
championship. His endeavours in the 
senior series in Bert Ray's works car 
taught both he and the team something 
about the circuits beyond Kent, but fittle 
else. Back at Brands for the Festival, 
though, and Andrew was back in his 
element, harrying Stephen Robertson 


repeated in 1983 for a further period of 
two months, this time competing in 
FF2000 in his sojourn from studying 
mechanical engineering at Aston Univer- 
sity in Birmingham. Driving a Titan Motor- 
sport Van Diemen RF83 with support from 
Broseley Homes, Niki repeated the pro- 
mise he had demonstrated in FF 1600 and 
finished third in:a round at Donington, a 
place ahead of Martin Donnelly 

Racing was again limited in '84 with a 
Dave Abram run Solarfilm Reynard 84SF 
for use in England while a series of rent-a- 
drives were pursued in Ulster, ending up 
with victory in the rain-soaked final. meet- 
ing when driving Tommy Reid's Van 
Diemen.

Well, JJ Lehto did it again, scoring a convincing victory in 
Kent to open up a championship lead. It was, however, not 
always going to be simply a case of the Finn completing the 
30 lap distance and then walking up to the rostrum to collect 
the garland. There was a challenger and a serious one in one 


of the Cellnet/Ricoh Ralts. 


At Brand’s Hatch, the challenger wasn’t title opponent 
Martin Donnelly, but Damon Hill, taking pole by a large 
margin. Slow off the line in the race, Damon pulled JJ in 
and seemed set to strike when it all went wrong, leaving the 


two brands of Marlboro F3 car to take the spoils.

As is customary, the F3 entry was split in 
two for qualifying, 39 drivers looking for 
pole position. Conditions were warm and 
dry for both sessions, and it seems that 
the earlier grouping had the quicker 
40mins, the top three — Hill, Lehto and 
Irvine ~ outqualifying the fleetest in the 
second, Ratzenberger 

Hill was really flying in his Celinet car 
lapping in 42.87s.

For those of us who simply watch 
racing cars, it is often very difficult to 
comprehend just what makes a racing 
driver tick. The photographs of 
Derek’s shunt make one wonder what 

oes through an injured driver's mind 
Guring the weeks, months of recovery; 
why on earth would they want to take 
such risks again? 

“I was in hospital for two months, | 
was in a wheelchair for two months, 
and then I was on crutches for another 
two months. I suppose I went through 
therapy for about three years. When I 
sat in the hospital, | couldn't read a 
newspaper about my accident, | 
couldn't look at a photograph. | didn’t 
want anybody to talk about it. | was 
finding it very difficult to make up my 
mind as to whether I wanted to race 
again. | didn't want to go through all 
that pain again. But when I got off the 
medication suddenly it all cleared up - 
I saw no reason why | shouldn't return. 
It wasn’t my head which made the 
decision, it was my heart. | had a gut 
feeling that I still had unfinished busi- 
ness to do in'racing. | didn’t want to go 
back for the sake of being a racing 
driver, and | certainly didn’t want to go 
back because I thought | might ae 
reasonable money at it” 

Amazingly, Derek was back in the 
cockpit at Indy just eight months after 
the accident, driving a March run by 
Colin Bennett. He qualified for the 
back row, and finished 12th, alben 
some laps down. It was to be his only 
appearance that year. “I had a jot of 
trouble walking, but in the car | had no 
problems. I certainly wasn’t 100%. {1 
took me a little time to get back into 
the swing of things. You don’t instant- 
ly turn back on and be as good as you 
were before, it takes me to get the 
rust off, to get your confidence back. 
to get your feel back. so that you can 
extract the maximum from the car. 

“The first time I went back to 
Michigan was fast year. and | won- 
dered what it was going to be fike 
through Turn 3.

After his Indy ride Derek sat out the

remainder of 1985, filling in his time as 
a TV commentator for ESPN. His next 
chance did not come until late "86, 
when he ran three races with Skoal/ 
Pace Racing after Ed Pimm was in- 
jured. A one-off drive for Pace at Indy 
in 1987 followed, before he landed a 
drive with the Raynor team after 
Dennis Firestone’s accident. A rela- 
tively new team, it had been created 
when the Raynor Garage Doors boss 
got interested in racing after his com- 
pany fitted out the revamped Gasoline 
Alley at Indy! Derek showed that he 
was the right man in his very first race, 
leading and scoring a best ever third 
place at Milwaukee. Although reg- 
ularly qualifying around tenth, finishes 
were rare, but Derek had done enough 
to secure a permanent ride for 1988. 
With Aussie Kim Green (brother of 
Kraco's Barry) joining as crew chief, 
and ex-Eagle designer John Ward as

“We're still very much in the learn- 
ing stage, but we've made a lot of 
progress. We don’t have a big budget, 
but we have some good people. It 
depends how we all work together as 
to how quickly we begin to get good 
results.

The key to 
success is testing, but how much we do 
depends on how the budget stretches.” 

Derek’s other major commitment 
this year is at Le Mans, where he will 
join the Silk Cut Jaguar line-up, shar- 
ing an XJR9LM with Kevin Cogan and 
Larry Perkins. Derek’s previous ex- 
perience of sportscars is limited: in 
1982 he raced the Grid-DFL at the 
Brands 1000kms, while two years ago 
he completed a single stint in a Bay- 
sides Porsche 962 at Daytona before 
team mate Bob Wollek crashed. How 
did the Jaguar drive come about? 

“I tested for Jaguar at Estoril a 


one of the worst ever seen in

Then at the 
Miami Indycar race last year Tspoke to 
Roger Silman, who was over for 
Jaguar testing at Daytona, He said that 
there was a possibility of there being 
four cars at Le Mans, but in February 
they said no, the seats were filled.

“I'd wanted to do Le Mans for a 
couple of years, and the only thing [ 
was thinking about was doing it with 
the Jaguar team.

So 
I'm looking forward to Le Mans im- 
mensely. | know nothing about it, 
although I spectated there in 1984.” 

Derek is undoubtedly looking for- 
ward to racing in Europe again, seeing 
old friends and reminding people that 
he’s still around. But how does he view 
Formula | after five years away? 

“I hesitate to answer that,” smiles 
Derek, “which probably means that 
deep down I don’t have the same 
burning desire to be in Fl that I had 
before. In 1982 I didn’t think that life 
existed after Fl, whereas I realise now 
it does. I have not spoken to any teams 
regarding FI since | left. | suppose the 
only way I would go back would be if I 
took an American team or sponsor, 
somebody big enough to give me a 
stable situation in Fl. But I'ma realist, 
I know the chances of that happening 
are very slim.”

In the late 70s and early 80s, Grand 
Prix racing went through something of 
a turbulent period. [t was the time of 
ground effect cars and the beginning of 
turbo domination.

“I would be a much bigger fan of 
flat-bottoms and atmospheric engines, 
like the Ensign had.

Everybody screamed that 
when they went flat-bottomed the cars 
would become unpredictable and 
dangerous, but that didn’t happen 
And I look forward to FI being all- 
atmospheric. 

“But I have no regrets about what 
happened in Fl, no regrets whatso- 
ever. The opportunities | had, well, a 
lot of people never get those oppor- 
tunities. Success is a very relative 
thing. If | had won a Grand Prix, is thal 
personal success? If I had won five 
Grands Prix, that's only relative lo

The BRM V8 engine appeared for 
the first time too, and with it Graham 
Hill was quickest of the non-Ferrans 
even beating Baghetti into fifth on the 
grid. Moss in the Walker Lotus and 


second on the 


Brabham in the Cooper both had 
Climax V8s, but both also seemed to 
be suffering from over-heating in prac- 
tice — Moss eventually used the old

Coming up to the race, “Taffy” von 
Trips and I had a fairly even chance at 
the Championship: He had 33 points. | 
had 29. and Stirling had 21.

Phil Hill, (61), the Califomian from Santa 
Monica, was 34 years old when he won 
the World Championship for Ferrari in 
1961, the first Amencan todo so.

Lotus, Cooper and BRM soldiered on with 
the Coventry Climax four until the V8s 
from Climax and BRM themselves were 
ready, while Porsche had the power but 
not the chassis. The Championship wasa 
Ferran bun-fight, with von Tnps emerging 
as the likely winner, until that fateful day al 
Monza which saw his death and his friend 
and team mate win the title instead 

Phil retained a strong interest in cars all 
his lite, and now runs a highly successful 
restoration business in Santa Monica 
He also takes part in assorted histonic 
events such as the Mille Miglia and the 
Great American Race
